Marlow and nether Marlow, Wee had before ſent 95. of 
ourficke men, among whom were Captaine Rhoeand Cap» 
tawe' Dexter withſome of our baggage from Coblens by 
'boateto Bracrack, where they atiued the 21, of Septem» 
ber, being thurſday, and the 22. they together with the

Irſt of all it is agreed berwixt the ſaid Princes and 
| NE henceforth wholy to fotbeare all hoſtility be» 

ewixt them ſoas y ſaid Princes.& States of the Vnis 
and their army ſhall at no hand from henceforth impeach 
the Lord Marquis Spimo/a, nor his forces or places which 
bein his power, nor any other compriſed in this Treatie, 
or their lands or dominions : neither ſhall afſiſt Frederick, 
the Palatine with mony,menz or by any other meanes die 
realy or indireAly by themſclyes or by others meanes : 
and ſhall ner proroge their vajon formerly made,neither 
in fauour of Frederick the Palatine, nor againſt che Em- 
periall Maicfty make a new one, bur before the expiration

ſaid meane not in this place to determine any thing concer« 
ning the land of Juhier, 

And as concerning the Palatine Frederick ( whom the 
things foreſpoken touch not) the ſaid Lord Marquis Spiro= 
la,at the requeſt of the King of Great Brictaine,hath promi- 
ſed from henceforth vntill the foreſaid rerme of the 14. of 
May,nottoproceed inthe execution of the Pallatinare, to 
him committed, burforfo long to ſuſpend the execution, 
yet on the condition , thatthe Princes of the Vnion ſhall 
provide ſo,that the proper forces of the ſaid Palatine, whe= 
ther being in the ſaid Palatinate or the bordering places, 
practiſe no hoſtility againſt the ſaid Marquis Spins/a nor his 
army,or the places which he hath taken, or others the loyall 
States of the Empire,their miniſters or ſubic&s. 

And to the end that the neighbour Princes & States, and 
their ſubiefs and others refiant intheir territories, may nor 


be gricued or indammaged by the ſouldiers of cither party, 


the aforeſaid Chiefs of both armies haue promiſed ſeriouſly 
and faithfully to procure that all excurſions, pillages, and 
other annoyances in their territories and Prouinces, ſhall be 
wholy reſtrained and forborne, and'ſafety of the wayes and 
traffick advanced. 

For the better aſſurance of all which promiſes, they often 


forenamed Princes of both groney, rogether withthe Prin- 


ces [nteryenneng haue confirmed this ſame with theirhands 


and ſeales; and Marquis Spimola ſhall with all ſpeed procure 


that the ſame ſhall be ratified by the ſacred Imperiall Maie- 
ſic and the Archduke M/bereus.
